No withdrawal 
from Italy 


R Eden sent me an account 
of what had passed, and 1 
sen: him my views at_once. 

Prime Minister to Mr Eden 
(Moscow), 20 Oct, °43. 

Our present plans for 1944 sem 
open to very grave defects.” We 
ure to pur 18 American and 
12 British divisions into France 
in May, and will have about 
six American and 16 Brilish or 
Briish-controlied divisions cn 
the Italian front. Unless there 
is a German collapse, Hiller, 
lying in the centre cf the best 
communicaticns in the world, 
can concentrate at least 40 to 
60 d.visions against either of 
these forees while holding the 
o her. 

He could cbtain all the necessary 
forces by cutting his losses in 
the Balkans and withdrawing 
to the Save and the Danube 
without necessarily weakening 
his Russian front. This is one 
of the most elementary war 
propositions. The disposiion of 
our forces between the Italian 
and the Channel theatre has not 
been settled by strategic needs, 
but by the march of events, by 
shipping possibilities, and by 
arbitrary compromises between 
“he Britlsh and Americans, 

Neither the force built up in Ttaly 
nor that which will be ready 
in May 4o cross the Channel 
js adequate for what is requir- 
ed, and only transferences of 
the order of seven or eight 
divisicns can physically be 
made between them.

Giving Hitler

All that he could sia‘e de- 
finitsly was that we would do 
our very best to launch “Qver- 
lord” at ‘he carliest pcssible 
momen: that it had a reasonable 
prospect cf success, and that it 
was mos! desirable that the three 
heads of the Governments should 
meet as so:n as possible. 


S.alin entirely agreed, but said 
that there was some hesi‘ation cn 
the part of the President abcu: 
Teheran. When Eden suggested 
Habbaniya both he and Molotcv 
firmly refused. Stalin said tha: he 
himself could net go far away so 
longas there was an opportunity 
of continuing to damage Hitler's 
armies, 


It was essential to give Hitler 
no rest, and he volunteered tha: 
the Soviet armies would not 
have had the success that they 
had wen if thé Germans had 
been able to move from the West 
the 40 divisions which were 
pinned there by ‘he mere thrcat 
of our invasion. The Sovirt fully 
understood this contribution to 
the cause. 


Mr Eden said that the Marshal

Hitler as he was. Stelin fully 
acknowledged this, bui added 
with o gust of laughitr that I 
had a tendéncy to lake the easy 
road for. . stoi and leave the 
difficult jobs‘ the Russians. Eden 
refusad.. to” der ‘tenti¢ned 
the rit ee teed of maval opera- 
sions and our recent heavy losses’ 
in destroyers. Stalin became 
serious again and sald that his 
people epoke . little sbout naval 
operations, but cealised how dit 
fleult they were, : 

Mr Eden reported on the 
favourable’ atmasphere ‘df the 
talks, noting that Molotov and 
a number of hig colleagues had 
dined at the British Embassy 
for the first time for many 
wears. At Mr Eden’s suggestion, 
the Cabinet agreed that Molotov 
should be told that the Russian 
claim to part of the Italian - fleet 
was accepted ‘in ptinctple, A 
declaration on German wgr 
criminals was drafted by Mr 
Churchill and accepted. with a 
few verbm changes, by Statin 
and Mr Roosevelt.)

Robbers 
On Trial 


An armed robbery which 
was allegedly committed 
over a year ago was re- 
called at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning, 
when two men appeared 
before Mr Justice Scholes, 
charged with robbery with 
aggravation. 

The occused ore Luk Kit, 25, 
unemployed, and Yuen Chilt~ 
kul, 28, L.E.P. attached to the 
Royal Army Service Ccrps, 
Shamshulpo Camp, and they: are 
alleged <o have robbed, with 
another unknown, on October 
15, 1950, Liu Chun of a wiist 
watch, :wo gold finger rings 
and $2,50; Kwok Kam-cheung 
of $45; Liu Yung-hi of a wrist 
watch; Liu Mei-ku of two gold 
finger rings, a pair of gold 
bangles and $3,580; and Leung 
Ho of two necklaces, a gold 
bangle and $630. 

Mr D..E. Greenfield, Crown 
Counsel, is prosecuting, assisted 
by Det. Insp. J, Andrews. 

The Jury empanelled com- 
prises six men and a woman, 

The Prosecutor said that 
three men, two of them the 
accused in the dock, armed with 
two revolvers and a dagger, 
gained admiittance to the second 
floor of No. 39, Queen’s Road 
West, on October 15 last 
year, held up the occupants, 
comprising a omumber 0: 
women and young children, 
and tobbed them of jewellery 
and anoney listed in the Indict~ 
ment. 

VIGLENCE USED 

Not only did the robbers put the 
occupan's in ¢sar with the guns 
and the dagger but there was also 
some violence used. The victims 
were herded into a nzar compar 
ment.and locked in while the 
premises were very “horoughly 
ransacked fcr nearly an hour.
